It is estimated that the 
potash given to the soil in this section 
every year by this operation is worth 
not less than $5 an acre, figured eom- 
mercially and in cold dollars. . Thére 
are some sections, many in Georyia, 
where turning the stalks under in fall 
is perhaps impracticable. There are 
some farmers who cannot possibly do 
so. But in the light lands it is far 
better to thus get the benefit of the 


to do so the stalks must be turned 
under in the fall. There is no ques- 
tion about the importance of this in 
reducing weevil hibernation on the 
specific farm. . 

A big factor in contending with the 
weevil is big open fields. It recog- 
nizes the over-wintered weevil as a 
controlling factor in successfully grow- 
ing cotton in spite of him. It is in this 
regard, too, in which the progressive 
cotton grower of this secfion. has 
scored. He rotates his crops, keeps 
his land drained, and if he expects 
to beat the weevil he plants his cot- 
ton on fields segregated from the 
woods, old stumps, dead trees. hedges, 
fences, ete. By this plan he finds the 
initial infestation small and controlla-

rious field crops. 
They reduced the old-time acreage 
to approximately ten acres to à plow. 
They assigned the labor on a basis 
of intense cultivation. They rode the 
cotton fields just as they did their 
“crops of boxes“ when turpentining in 
the yellow pine -forests of Florida. 
They saw that every detail of their 
program for winning the race with 
the weevil was carried out. They won! 

Said M. S. Spann, the senior of 
the firm, to me 

We begin in the early fall to turn- 
ing under the stalks. That feeds pot- 
ash and helps reduce weevil hiberna- 
tion in the fields. It pays from a ferti- 
lizing standpoint. 

“As quickly as practicable after 
Christmas we begin breaking the cot- 
ton land, selacting only the best soils 
available, usually Jands recently plant- 
ed to velvet beans, always selecting 
those lands that are free from hiber- 
nating environments. We cnt it thor- 
oughly and harrow it so that the land 
is practically pulverized. We prepare 
the seed beds with every care, and 
fertilize well, but not extravagantly. 
We usually compost sufficiently. to 
broadcast 200 acres at least. We use 
nitrate in the drill. also feed nitrate 
of soda and phosphoric acid as the 
plant grows and cultivation progresses. 
The amount depends upon .the soil 
conditions. «We mix our own ferti- 
lizerr. 3 

“We get the seed in as early as 
is safe—early bearing varieties, usual- 
ly selecting the prolific big boll varie- 
ties. We make every effort to get 
a stand at the first planting.

WATCH YOUR FURNITURE 

Fine furniture like ferns and othe 
plants in your house, like canary birds 
gold fish, children, and even husband 
fare better from a little daily attes 
tion and care than a lavish exp 
ture ef attention and care at iffte 
vals. If fine furniture is kept 
from dust and dam ness, the beauty 
of its original surface never is lost 
By. giving it daily attention it is pos 
sible to keep it clean without eve 
having to wash it. If a little spo 
comes on the surface of furniture j 
may be wiped off with a cloth mois 
tened with furniture polish at one 
If allowed to stand it is sometifad 
necessary to use soap and water. How 
ever, it is a mistake to use soap an 
water on fine furniture unless it 1 
positively necessary, There is always 
danger of harmimg the fine finishe 
with the free alkali contained in mar 
soaps even of the highest grade. 

It is a mistake to dust fine furni 
ture with a dust cloth slightly mois 
tened in water. To be sure, this 152 
the dust from flying, but this ca 
also be accomplished by using a clett 
that has been slightly moistened i 
furniture oil. Never use the oil free! 
ly. It is a mistake to pour eve 15 
drop of the oil directly on the fürn 
ture as this makes the surface of thé 
furniture show uneven gloss, A cloth 
slightly moistened in the oil should 
be rubbed over the entire surface of 
the furniture.

It is also possible that the treaty 
between Japan and.
